FITTER'S PIIVSIC. 

An luttu'4'stiiap Case of "No Cure 
No Pay" in the Quaker City. 

(Philadelphia Cor. Cindinnati Enquirer.) 

Jn tlie spring, two years ago Michael 
McGrath, a young and confiding car- 
penter, was suffering from some ner- 
vous trouble.

The last sentence assured Mr. Mc- 
Gartli that he had found the man for 
his money. He called at No. 909 Wal- 
nut street and saw Dr. Fitler. The 
doctor examined him, and said: 

" Yon have Brighl's disease ami ner- 
vous dyspepsia. " 

" Indeed!" 

" My medicine will on re yon." 

" How much of ill" 

"Woll, live dozen bottles." 

" Heavensl I must be in a frightful 
state. How much is there in five dozen 
bottels?" 

" Only sixty quarts." 

"Sixty quartsof medicine! How much 
•will it co8t1" 

" Three hundred dollars." 

The money was at last paid over. 
Mr. McGarth received his bottles and 
a guarantee of cure, signed "Joseph B. 
Fitler, Maryland," and agreeing to "re- 
fund the money paid if by any possi- 
bility the five dozen should fail 10 cure." 
The doctor further "constituted and 
appointed the patient the sole judge of 
the effects of his medicine, relying upon 
Ilia honor to decide justly between us, 
and will acoept his decision, whatever 
it may be, as final, without further re- 
course." 

That day, Mar 31, 1831, Mr. Mc- 
Garth had his medicine sent him in a 
furniture car. The bottles were ranged 
in rows in his cellar. . The next morn- 
ing before bieikfast he look his first 
tea spoonful. Jin repeated the dose 
three times a day for two years 
two months. On the night of July 1 ' 
1883, the last bottle was drained; but 
Mr. McGarth was in a worst; slate of 
health than ever before. l ie wan per- 
plexed and discouraged, lie called on a 
physician who did not advertise, and was 
informed that he never had Bright's dis- 
ease or nervous dyspepsia, but was suffer- 
ing from a disease not akin tn either.

THE CAUSE OF MAIL DELAYS. 

Roforence haa been frequently made to 
the fact that a passenger leaving Toronto 
on a given date may reach Victoria on 
the seventh day thereafter; uhilc lotters 
and papera leaving on the same train with 
the passenger d:j not get hero until from 
two to five days later. That the arrange- 
ment which permits this awkward state 
of things cannot be a good one goes with- 
out talking. Aa a rule mails travel faster 
than passengers, because they are not 
liable to "lie over" at way places; but in 
the service via the Northern Pacific it is 
tho mails alone that are subject to delays 
A Victoria gentleman who passed through 
Portland net long ago visited tho post- 
office and while there was shown a room 
filled with JJritish Columbia mail matter, 
tho accumulation of several days, as he 
was informed. Why there should bo any 
occasion to store British Columbia mail 
matter at Portland, or, for tho matter of 
that, anywhere along tho line, is not 
clear. Our impression has always been 
that the bags wero "ticketed through;" 
but an article in the Philadelphia Press 
dispels that impression and shows that | 
thoro is gross ami inexcusable mismanage- 
ment of the American poatoffico author- 
ities all along tho lino. Tho obstructions 
aro quite open to removal; but tho pre- 
sent lack of system is deplorable not to 
say disgraceful. The Press says: "Thero 
have boon few cases of more flagrant mis- 
management of postofheo business than in 
the change of the mails to tho Northern 
Pacific road. St. Paul is the natural dis- 
tributing point for the Northern Pacific, 
Oregon, Washington Territory and Brit- 
ish Columbia. Tho mails fur that region 
go from Chicago by postal car to tho union 
station thoro, and are then transerrod to 
a through postal ear for Portland; and 
yor, instead of taking this natural course 
aa soon us the road was opened, tho mails 
wero still sent as before over the Union 
Pacific to Ogdon; thence north, loading 
up the postal ear, ovor the Utah North- 
ern, a narrow gauge road, and transferred 
at this terminus by porters to the North- 
ern Pacific. Tho two roads had no direct 
connection with each other, uud the mails 
sfrnr being twice unnecessarily trans- 
ferred, had to be carried on men's shoul- 
ders ove'r to tho Northern Pacific plat- 
form, whore they laid in the open air, ex- 
posed to tho rain, from ono to twenty- 
four hours; as the case might bo. It is 
not at all surprising that tho people of the 
Pacific North weHt are pretty mad about 
such shiftless management." 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
Berlin, Nov. 2(5.— The lower house of 
the -Prussian diet began a debate upon 
the annual estimates of Scholas, tho min- 
ister of finance. He describes the finan- 
cial situation of the kingdom as favorable 
owing to the8urplus of §20,000,000 marks 
which has been mainly derived from the 
earnings of railways. Twelve millions 
marks of the surplus haa been applied to 
redemption of the railroad debt. It is 
expected that the receipts to bo derived 
from the administration of forests will ox- 
cecd the estimates. 

Pakis, Nov. 26. — La Liberte publishes 
a telegram from Loudon stating that 
England had offered to mediate between 
France and China and the offer had beon 
accepted. The telegram also says Eng- 
land recognizes that tho interests of 
France justify the occupation by tho 
French of both Sontay and tho Bacninh, 
but England strongly advises Franco to 
pursue a conciliatory policy. 

LONDON, Nov. 20.— Tho funeral of Dr. 
Charles William Siemens took place to- 
day at Westminster Abbey with groat 
ceremony. Tho funeral was attended by 
a largo assemblage', including many pro- 
minent persons. 

Madrid, Nov. 27. — A military banquot 
was given at tho Royal Palace in honor of 
the German crown prince. 

Dublin, Nov. 27. —The Parnellite party 
gained eight seats in tho municipal elec 
tioiiB to-day. 

Berlin, Nov. 20. — A Paris correspond- 
ent of tho Cologne Gazette says that if 
Chinese regulars oppose the French troops 
in Tonquin, Franco will not consider it 
casus belli. She will not blockade tho 
Chinese coast nor bombard maritime, 
towns, as she especially fears complica- 
tions with England. Franco is convinced 
that tho British ships would not permit 
a blockade. If in case of blockade France 
should capture an English vessel it ia 
feared that England would he compelled 
to interfere. Therefore it is believed that 
Franco haa favorably received the odor of 
English mediation.

The garrison at Hui Suong has 
been taken aboard the gunboat Lynx- 
awaiting the arrival of 100,000 men from 
Hanoi.

San Francisco, Nov. 26.— An itiner- 
ant actor, known us" Professor Samwells," 
shot his wife hiBl night on the ferry 
steamer while on their way to 
their home in Oakland. Tho wound is 
not dangerous. Tho shooting is said to 
have resulted from Mrs. Samwells tolling 
herhusband that sbe,eou!d not longer live 
with him.

THE LANDS. 

Unless tho legislature shall shortly im- 
pede wholosonio checks on the sale of 
public lands it is to be feared that in four 
or fivo years' time the entire public do- 
main will bo in tho hands of speculators 
to tho exclusion of actual settlers. The 
existing system is unlimited . There is 
absolutely no check; and the worst of tho 
thing is thut the government are almost 
powerless to prevent spoliation. No one 
could blame a man with money in hand 
if he wero to buy up tho whole country 
at the nominal rate of one dollar an acre. 
He would simply do what the law permits 
him. Now, tho present law permits an 
outrage oi that kind. There ia nothing 
to prevent a company of speculators ap- 
plying for, surveying and buying all the 
Crown lands of tho province at the noioi 
nal figure. Tho law is unlimited. It im- 
poses no checks; it scarcely gives tho gov- 
ernment the alternative of objection. No 
obligation of sale or settlement goes with 
tho title deeds. The lands aro passed 
ovor on payment of the dollar and are 
alienated forever. Then comes the ac- 
tual s«ttlor, attracted to the province by 
tho maps and handbooks of tho present 
energetic ministry. He sees a good look- 
ing piece of wild land and applies to pre- 
empt or purchase it. The answer is, Oh! 

that was sold to ■ some time ago. You 

must see him about it. " Off to 



posta or writes tho actual settler only to 
find that it ia held at §5 or $10 an acre! 
To a sottlor of limited moans a demand of 
this nature means prohibition. For many 
years tho country has been crying out for 
population; and now that it is approaching 
liko a "grand, majestic wave," is it to be 
met on our shores with the information 
that the lands aro all in tho hands of 
speculators) In support of what was said 
the other day wo now repeat that, the land 
act must be materially altered. Not alone 
should there bo a limit to tho power of 
purchase — there should also be a limit to 
the time a man may have the right to 
pay for laud upon which he has placed 
his notices. Every encouragement should 
be given to those who will improve tho 
lands thoy ask permission to purchase. 
Millmen and actual farmers and minors 
should be treated with consideration and 
liberality; but tho power of speculators 
should be immediately curbed by such 
amendments to the act as the wisdom of 
lawmakers may deem fit.

Ottawa, Nov. 26.— The demand for 
money to move crops in October was 82,- 
500,000 loss than in October, l&W. 

Port Perky, Out., Nov. 20.- Fire last 
night destroyed about §150,000 worth of 
property in the center of the town. It 
commenced in Ruddy's hotel, and made a 
clean sweep to tho north side of Queen 
afreet. Tho flames made such headway 
boforo discovery thut they woro entirely 
beyond control. A strong south wind 
prevented the flames from spreading to 
the south sido of tho street, and saved 
from destruction tho rest of the town 

Winsipko, Nov. 27. — Tho Rights 
League of this province has adopted a 
declaration of principles that the Act of 
Union of tho Provinces of '*-'* '- " u rin | 
America guarantees to the people of tho 
province the oxclusivo right of legislation 
in respuct to an important class of sub- 
jects, and the exorcise of tho veto by the 
Federal government disallowing acta of 
tho local legislature on such subjects is 
arbitrary, unconstitutional and menacing 
to the future of tho Confederation. It 
asserts that, while rocogni/.ing tho neces- 
sity of observing tho obligations of the 
Canadian Pacific railway contracts, there 
is nothing in the contract to check the 
old provinces of Canada from chartering 
competing lines of railway within its 
bounds. It says tho present customs 
tariff, and especially on agricultural imple- 
ments, is extremely unjust and oppressive, 
and has aroused and intense feeling of 
dissatisfaction with the relations to tho 
Confederation. It paralyzes all important 
agricultural industry in the intorest of 
certain manufacturers, 

EASTERN STATES. 
Laconia (N.H.) Nov. 27— The town is 
still greatly excited over tho murders of 
Sunday morning. Salmon will remain in 
Laconia jail until a hearing of the case is 
granted. Lie appears calm, and speaks 
only when spoken to. Spots of blood, 
partially washed off by water, have been 
found in Salmon's bedroom, from which 
he was taken, and blood spots were also 
found on tho sink and upon a cake of 
soap, showing that tho Ford murder was 
committed no doubt in his room in an- 
other part of his house. At tho inquest 
Dr. Foster testified that in his opinion 
Mrs Ford's death was caused by a rupture 
of tho heart, induced by pressure upon 
the cheat, perhaps by tho knees of a man 
or woman. Her stomach was found en- 
tirely empty, and it is the beliof that 
death occurred about twenty four hours 
previous to the examination. Ford testi- 
fied at considerable length, telling a 
straightforward story. Ho never sus- 
pected the intimacy between his wife and 
Salmon until three weeks aw>. Sho was 
always home when ho returned from 
work, and hor absence Saturday night 
aroused a suspicion that something wt'» 
wrong. Ho concluded that she had gone 
to Plymouth. Ho stayed in the house 
that night, and first hoard of the murder 
from the officers tho next morning. It is 
said that while Salmon was wheeling the 
trunk through the streets several dogs 
wore seen following, evidently attracted 
by tho contents. Salmon was obliged to 
slop a number of times and drive them 
away. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 27— A Daily News Mon- 
ro, lnd., special says: Last Saturday Rao 
Scott, after a two years' separation from 
his wife, returned to her house near Ea- 
ton, YA miles north of here, and insisted 
that sho should live with him. Sho refus- 
ed and ho stabbed her to death with a 
knife. He then killed one child and took 
a dose of morphine from which he dioi. 

PlTTSBUKG, Nov. 27. — Reports from 
Murraysvillo aro conflicting, owing to lack 
of telegraphic facilities. The first story 
telegraphed is now affirmed, that tho at- 
tacking party was led by Albert Browser 
of Irwin's Station. When they appeared, 
Win. Haymaker mountod a board piloand 
ordored them oil'. Albert Browser thou 
charged on him four times and then shot 
him in the sido, killing him instantly. 
An order was then given by Browser to 
shoot, and six volleys woro tired. Three 
Pennsylvania fuel men wero injured and 
the balance, being unarmed, fled. Brow- 
ser then took possession and, with twenty- 
two men, is keeping tho sheriff and poBso 
of twenty-throe mon at bay. Sheriff 
Ketleridgo succeeded in capturing four of 
Browser's mon, and an inquest is now be- 
ing held. 

PiTTsiiuno, Nov. 27. — A later dispatch 
from tho scene of tho riot says the trou- 
ble occurred this morning, and that Pen- 
nsylvania Fuel Company's party, led by- 
Toby Haymaker, woro the aggressors. 
Tho mill is in possession of Weston offi- 
cers, Haymaker, early in the day, en- 
gaged in a scuffle with a workman named 
Bowon, and was severely beaten. Ho 
thon called eighty of his mon armed with 



Laconia, N. H., Nov. 25. — This 
morning residents were startled by the 
story of a terrible tragedy which occur- 
red at I o'clock. S. P. Andrews, a 
neighbor of James Ruddy, aged forty 
years, and employed at the Laconia car 
works, 'was alarmed by a woman 
screaming, lie aroused his sou and 
hurried to Ruddy's house, whence the 
screams proceeded. They found Mrs. 
Ruddy, aged 30 years, lying on the 
ground beneath the front window, 
through which she had leaped. She 
was properly cared for, assistance was 
obtained, and the door of Ruddy's 
house forcco in, when Haines burst 
fortli and an alarm of fire was sounded. 
The fire was quickly extinguished, and 
the bodies of Ruddy and his only 
child, one and a half years old, were 
found lying on the kitchen floor, both 
cut in a terrible map uer, and covered 
with the contents of a feather bed, 
which had been saturated with kero- 
sene and set on tire. The bodies wero 
so disfigured by fire as to be nearly 
past recognition. In the bedroom was 
found the trunk of the lifeless body of 
Mrs. Ford, which was identified by her 
husband. One of her limbs was 
chopped off, and the detached member 
and the remaining leg were bound to 
the woman's body with u clothes line. 
Mrs. Ruddy being questioned, said the 
crime was committed by Thos. Saiuort, 
an English man, and an acquaintance 
of the family, a cook by trade, and 
about 38 years of ago, with a hatchet. ' 

Mrs. Ruddy's statement, before the 
Coroner's jury was as follows: "We 

went to bed about 9 o'clock: n* 1

he was nervous and could not sleep; I | 
got up, made him a cup of tea and i 
went back to bed; at ■! o'clock Samon 
came into the front room again, and j 
acteil queerly; he went back to the j 
kitchen; my husband and I got up; 
he also went back to the kitchen; I j 
soon heard a fall, and went out and 
found my husband hanging over a 
chair, with his arms down; Samon 
started for me, and struck me with a | 
hatchet on the bead; 1 grabbed his | 
arm, but he struck me and" threw me 
to the floor; be went into the front 
room and killed the baby, who was 
crying; while be was there 1 tried to 
unlock the kitchen door, but be re- 
turned again and struck me on the 
head; knocking me down; I laid per- 
fectly quiet; ho went to the front room, 
got the baby and came back and poured 
feathers and straw over us, and went 
out; 1 got up and tried to open the 
front window, but could not; 1 then 
broke a pane of glass and jumped 
through." 

Samon was arrested this afternoon 
at Plymouth by Plymouth officers. 
Suspicion being against Ford, husband 
of the murdered woman, that he might 
be implicated in the affair, he was ar- 
rested this forenoon and remains in 
custody. Great excitement prevails, 
and fears are entertained that a vigi- 
lance committee will be organized and 
the prisoner lynched on arrival. 

A Inter report from Plymouth says 
Samon denies all knowledge of the af- 
fair, and says his arrest is a perfect 
surprise. Samon has never been re- 
garded as vicious even when intoxi- 
cated. At a late hour Mrs. Ruddy's 
condition was no worse.

EGYPT. 

»«'f«»at of Hicks Pasha Con- 
firmed. 

Cairo, Nov. 'JO. — The latest report from 
.Soudan confirm the uows of the defeat of 
Hicks Pasha. The panic at Khartoum is 
increasing, owiiiij to the rumor that El 
Mahdi, with n large force, ia advancing 
upon that town, and has cut oil' all sup- 
plies of grain. Ollicial advices, while not 
confirming the rumors, admit that tho 
Europeans are leaving Khartoum in 
boats. Two transports with gens d'armes 
leave Suez to-morrow for Suakom. 
linker Pasha will probably command this 
expedition. Plans aro being prepared for 
erecting fortifications at Assouan, on the 
right bank of the River Nile. 

London, Nov. 2ti. — A Khartoum dis- 
patch says: Tho Arabs report that a 
large force of robel.4 are close to Khar- 
toum. El Mahdi haa issued orders to all 
tribes nut to send corn to Khartoum. The 
dispatch says: '"We only have food for a 
month, and only 2,000 men are here to 
defend nearly four miles of lines. Com- 
munication is perfectly useless to attempt 
wilh Khartoum, where tho population is 
a slumbering volcano. The land lino is 
kept closed, and the river line may be 
Stopped to-morrow. The rebels are hold- 
ing the dill's overhanging the rivor at 
Sibuluko."

A Cassiar Mystery, 



In j May, 1881, (icorgo Florence and 
Peter '-.Oollau, French Canadians, were 
left in camp on the Deloire river, Cassiar, 
by Charles Cameron and Joseph Florence. 
The party were engaged in trapping and 
pronppqtiog and it was arranged that the 
men loft in' camp should join the other 
two in a few days, They never did join 
them; and in June, when Cameron and 
Joe Florence returned to the camp to 
look for their comrades, they found thai 
tho men had disappeared. Two poles, 
which were used in crossing the river on 
the ice were found; but (heir sleds and all 
the furs were gone. But one dog out of 
four which they owned was found, and he 
was half-starved. From that day to this 
the missing men have not boon seen or 
heard of. It is believed that nine Kash- 
gar Indians, who were camped a short dis- 
tance Stjiii the men, murdered them and 
carried off their property. This belief is 
strengthened by the fact that last winter 
a white beaver skin was sold by a Kash- 
gar Indian to Mr. Sylvester. White 
beavor skin is rarely mot and tho missing 
men hud a skin of that color in their pos- 
session when last seen. Moreover, no In- 
dian can be found to acknowledge that ho 
sold tho skin to Mr. .Sylvester, and the 
latter is uuablo to trace the vender. The 
Stick Indians aro bold and aggressive and 
take tho property of miners and trappers 
openly.

Six Buildings Destroyed. 



Shortly after one o'clock this morning, 
the frame building on Cormorant street 
near Store street, directly opposite the 
scene of the recent conflagration, occu- 
pied by Guan Woo & Co. , tailors and 
grocers, was discovered to be on fire. The 
alarm was given by the Chinese inmates 
and the Tiger bell sent out the alarm. 
The flames spread with unexampled rapid- 
ity and soon enveloped the tailors pre- 
mises and a two-story building adjoining 
on tho east. The firemen reached the 
spot with commendablo alacrity and had 
streams playing on the firo; but they were 
unfortunately haniporod by the bursting 
of sevoral lengths of hose which were un- 
able to withstand the pressure. When, 
however, they finally cot under way 
they made short work of the tiro, which, 
after burning two or three build- 
ings between the store in which 
it broke out and the Caledonia saloon, 
destroying tlio lean-to and part of the 
weather-boarding of the Caledonia; singe- 
ing the rear of Blaguire's .second-hand 
store, and scorching the back veiandahof 
Rhode's brick building on Store street, 
besides placing O. Bosai's new brick hotel 
in jeopardy, was extinguished. Tho 
buildings destroyed on Cormorant street 
belong to C. Bossi. The Caledonia saloon 
and Blaguire's store belong to J. Rhode. 
As the buildings stood over the ravine the 
under-current of air beneath tho buildings 
and the burst hose rendered the fire ex- 
tremely difficult to conquer. 

It is reported that after tho fir.; broke 
out cries of "murder" were heard from 
within the store in which it originated. 
Several narrow escapes wero made by the 
firemen, and it is thought that one or two 
Chinese lives wore lost. 

The firemen acted with great daring 
and handled the fire well. Tho Hook it 
Ladder Company pulled dowh two or 
three buildings. Several cans of coal oil ex- 
ploded and caused some alarm. After tho 
llames had been nearly got tindor Mayor 
Redfern observed a Chinaman creeping 
beneath a store with a can of coal oil and 
a lighted candle in his hand. His worship 
ordered special officer Redgrave to arrest 
tho man, which was done. 

A man was arrested while "saving" 
ttiree uo&ca ..f oign-n for his own use. On 
his way to barracks he resisted and the 
handcuffs were dapped on and he was 
then taken in.

The Indian Cowagacken's was not so nor- 
ious a case, as it was one of merely appro- 
priating goods. He would not send him 
to be a slave at all, but would sentence 
him to six months' in jail, which he had 
already had, so that, ho might return and 
bo formally discharged. 

With regard to Morris, (convicted of 
breaking into the Beehive saloon), why 
did he not remain at New Westminster 1 
as if he hud staiil there ho could not have 
committed a robbery in Victoria, and both 
ho and Murphy (larceney) would have to 
return to New Westminster for two years, 
while Ah Yune must-go to the penitontnry 
for three years. 

His lordship then requested the Indian 
interpreter to inform tho prisoner Oowa- 
gackon and others that his lordship whs a 
doctor, who held that desperate diseases 
required desperate remedies, but that as 
he, by his conduct in insisting the ends of 
justice, had almost cured himself, all he 
had to do was to return to jail and get 
formally discharged. 

Mr. Til eo. Davie asked that the man

The 
hog doos not care for jewellry; he would 
prize one worm more than all the rings of 
u hotel clerk, and to put a ring in his 
nose is only a waste of jewellry. Tho hog 
is omnivorous. He requires a larger va- 
riety of food than any other of our do- 
mestic animals. Especially does bis 
health require these articles of diet 
which ho can obtain only by vigorous use 
of his snout. To ring him is to endanger 
Ilia health, to court disease. "If he is 
not ringed ho will root into tho bowels 
of the earth and destroy tho fields. " If 
a hog roots much there is something 
wrong and an examination into his food 
will reveal what it is. If hogs are given 
a suitable variety of food, charcoal and 
wilt regularly, they will not root enough 
to materially injure the fields. This 
great rooting is the result of an abnormal 
appetite caused by lack of variety of food. 
Do not feed grain exclusively, and do not 
ring your hogs and you will be blea.-ed 
with non-rooting, healthy swine. 1 know- 
it , for such has been my experience. 
Pick apples carefully. 
If you observed points of practical 
value at the fair, put them into practice. 

A Sun Prairie, Wis., farmer reports 
having raised 1,-107 bushels of barley on 
thirty-acres of land. 

In Germany great attention is paid to 
the preservation of forests now ill exis- 
tence, and what is equally if not more im- 
portant, to the cultivation of now ones. 

The old motto "breed from the best," 
is not sufficient, unless by "tho best" ia 
meant those animals beat for the Hpecial 
circumstances of each breeder. 

Dr. Luring, U.S. Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, proposes calling a national con- 
vention for November in Chicago to con- 
sider the question of contagious diseases 
among domestic animals. 

Large quantities of roots should not be 
stored in the house cellar, for sanitary 
reasons. A moderate quantity for kitchen 
use may be kept ill tho cellar in barrels or 
boxes, and covered with dry earth. 

The latest trustworthy reports from 
England, Ireland and Scotland through 
the Agricultural Gazette, show that the 
wheat crop is again very far below an 
average, while tho crop of barley, oats, 
beans and poas is a full average 

The Ooaohmaker'a Magazine Bays that 
lard should never be usod on a wagon 
wheel, for it will penetrate thu hub, and 
work its way out around the tenons oj 
tho spokes, thus spoiling the wheel. Tal- 
low is the best lubrication for wooden 
itxletreea. 

Pullets will lay eggs through tho winter 
if kept in a warm house and provided 
with crushed shells and good feed. Chop- 
ped cabbage and other green food is rel- 
ished by fowls along with tho grain. 
Avoid crowding the poultry and keop the 
nests, walls, etc.,frec from vermin, Early 
fattened poultry aro more profitably mar- 
keted during tho latter part of October 
and early than at Thanksgiving or Christ- 
mas time. 

The best time and place to sort pota- 
toes is in tho fiold where they are dug. 
This method saves a double handling of 
the crop. Those intended for seed should 
also be solected at this time, put iuto bar- 
rels by themselves and stored in the cel- 
lar after being carefully labolled. When 
planting timo comes mueh time will be 
saved, as the planter will know what var- 
itiea he has, what condition they are in, 
that he will not plant a variety he does 
not want. 

Tho juice of the hoarhound is an excel- 
lent antidote for the poison of a rattle- 
snake. Charles Bennett, a farmer among 
tho hills of the Kickapoo, in Wisconsin, 
where rattlers were very frequently seen 
in early days, states that he has cured 
many dogs bittern by rattlesnakes, and that 
sevoral cattle which had been bitten were 
also readily cured by tho administration 
of one or two doses Of tho juice, obtained 
by ponnding tho green hoarhound and ex- 
pressing tho juice. 



A Seventh Sense. 

Sir William Thomson, the eminent 
Professor of .Mathematics in the Univer- 
sity of Glasgow, in his inaugural address 
as President of tho Midland Institute at 
Birmingham, broached tho idea of tho ex- 
istence of a magnetic sense, Tho sense 
he called tho seventh sense, to distinguish 
it from our other six senses — namely, 
those of sight, hearing, taste, smell, heat, 
and for:o. He said, thai, in speaking of a 
possible magnetic sense, he in no way 
supported that wretched groveling super- 
stition of animal magnetism, spiritual- 
ism, mesmerism, or clairvoyance, of which 
they had heard so much. There was no 
seventh sense of a mystic kind. Clairvoy- 
ance, and so on, was the result of bad ob- 
servation chiefly, somewhat mixed up 
with i he effect of wilful imposture, acting 
on an innocent and trusting mind, if 
there was not a distinct magnetic sense, it 
was a very great wonder that there was 
not. The study of magnetism was a very 
recondite subject. One very wonderful 
discovery that was made in electric mag- 
netism was made by Farraday, and work- 
ed out very admirably by Fouoauld, an 
excellent French experimenter, showing 
that a piece of copper, or a pioco of silver 
Let fall between the poles of a magnetic, 
would fall down slowly, as if through 
nnid(l) Was it conceivable that if u piece 
of copper could scarcely move through 
tho air between the poles of an electric 
magnet, that a human being or living 
creature, in the same position, would ex- 
perience no effect? 

Lord Lindsay got an enormous magnet, 
so large that, tho head of any person wish- 
ing to try the experiment could get well 
between the poles; and the result of the 
experiment was marvelous, the marvel 
being that nothing was perceived. Sir 
William Thomson, however, was not wil- 
ling to admit that the investigation was 
completed. He could not but think that 
the quality of matter in the air, which 
produced such a prodigious ef- 
fect on a piece of metal, could be 
absolutely without any perceptible effect 
whatever on a living body. He thought 
the experiment was worth repeating, and 
it was worth examining whether or not an 
exceedingly powerful magnetic force was 
without perceptible effect on a living vege- 
table or animal body. HiB own specu- 
lations had led him to conclude that there 
might be a seventh, or magnetic, sense;, 
and that it was possible an exceedingly 
powerful magnetic effect might bo pro- 
duced on living bodies, that could not bo 
explained by heat, force, or any other ren- 
satiou. —British Medical Journal.

Stockcr and the Jews. 

Loniiox, Nov, 29. — Stocker, the Jaw 
baiter, has made his defense before the 
St. Stephen's Club. He saya the Jews 
are trying to control the public affaira of 
Germany, and that the liberal press is 
completely in their hands. They invent- 
ed liea to destroy their enemies, and said 
Dr. Stocker had left hia mother to starve. 
They caricatured the Synod of the Evana- 
gelical church and said that Christian 
schools were the homes of hypocrisy, 
wickedness ami stupidity. They trampled 
on Chriatiim believers, tho churches and 
ministers of the gospel, and maintained 
that the German army and religion wero 
to .blame for the pra valance of suicide. 
Moreover, tho Jews were mostly radicals, 
opposing the politics of the emperor and 
Bismarck and the inner life of Germany. 
There was great danger to the Btate in an 
alliance of the democratic party with the 
Jews. The number of German Jews was 
very large. There were more Jews inBor- 
len than in all Great Britain. They ag- 
gravated competition and almost nine- 
tentliB of the stock brokers wore Jews,and 
Jews had caused all the recent smashes. 
Thoy ware ruining agriculture by usury. 
The historian Treitscblte Baid: 'Tho Jowa 
are our distress." "B'or myself," added 
Stocker, if the Jews continue thejpursuit of 
their ambitious aims 1 shall continue to 
Qght them for the sake of Christ and of 
my Fatherland."
